 Section 1.  Paragraph (a) of subsection (1) and paragraph 32 

(b) of subsection (2) of section 316.613, Florida Statutes, are 33 

amended to read: 34 

 316.613  Child restraint requirements.— 35 

 (1)(a)  Every operator of a motor vehicle as defined in 36 

this section, while transporting a child in a motor vehicle 37 

operated on the roadways, streets, or highways of this state, 38 

shall, if the child is 5 years of age or younger, provide for 39 

protection of the child by properly using a crash-tested, 40 

federally approved child restraint device. 41 

 1.  For children aged through 3 years, such restraint 42 

device must be a separate carrier or a vehicle manufacturer's 43 

integrated child seat. 44 

 2.  For children aged 4 through 5 years, a separate 45 

carrier, an integrated child seat, or a child booster seat may 46 

be used. However, the requirement to use a child restraint 47 

device under this subparagraph does not apply when a safety belt 48 

is used as required in s. 316.614(4)(a) and the child: 49 

 a.  Is being transported gratuitously by an operator who is 50 

not a member of the child's immediate family; 51 

 b.  Is being transported in a medical emergency situation 52 
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involving the child; or 53 

 c. Is being transported by a child care facility, family 54 

day care home, or large family child care home as those terms 55 

are defined in s. 402.302; an after-school program not requiring 56 

licensure pursuant to chapter 402; a child care facility exempt 57 

pursuant to s.

89 

414.0252(7), to a juvenile offender who is in the custody or 90 

under the supervision of the Department of Juvenile Justice and 91 

receiving services pursuant to s. 985.461, to an inmate 92 

receiving a card issued pursuant to s. 944.605(7), or, if 93 

necessary, to an inmate receiving a replacement card if the 94 

department determines that he or she has a valid state 95 

identification card.

Operating Trust Fund, and $16 shall be deposited into the 151 

General Revenue Fund. Beginning July 1, 2015, or upon completion 152 

of the transition of the driver license issuance services, if 153 

the replacement identification card is issued by the tax 154 

collector, the tax collector shall retain the $9 that would 155 

otherwise be deposited into the Highway Safety Operating Trust 156
